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INTRODUCTION 


To:  The  Chairman  and  IVIembers  of  the 
EHesmere  Port  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

1 have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Ideport  on 
the  Health  and  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Urhan  District 
for  the  vear  1951. 

The  local  statistics  relating  to  health  are  generally 
satisfactory,  and  compare  favourahly  with  the  National  figures. 

A summary  of  the  chief  items  is  given  below,  together 
with  those  for  England  and  Wales^  and  the  smaller  towns. 

The  Crude  Death  Rate  is  10.59  per  1,000  estimated 
population,  compared  with  8.78  in  1950.  The  Death  Rate  for 
England  and  AEales  and  148  smaller  towns  is  12.5. 

The  Birth  Rate  is  18.48  per  1,000  population,  in  1950 
the  rate  was  19.12.  The  rate  for  England  and  AVales  is  15.5; 
and  for  148  smaller  towns  the  figure  is  10.7. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  is  31.45  per  1,000  live  births, 
compared  with  35.8  in  1950.  The  Rate  for  England  and  AVales 
is  29.0,  and  for  148  smialler  towns  27.0. 

Ao  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  were  reported. 

Measles  (385)  and  Whooping  Cough  (93)  were  pre- 
valent throughout  the  year  in  much  the  same  way  as  in  1950. 
Incidence  of  other  Infectious  Diseases  vras  low.  Two  cases 
of  Diphtheria  were  notified,  and  four  cases  of  poliomyelitis 
occurred. 

Thirty  new  cases  of  Tul)erculosis  were  reported,  of 
which  28  were  Pulmonarv  and  two  Aon-Pulmonarv ; in  1950 
there  were  38  new  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  7 
Aon-Pulmonary  notified.

The  work  of  the  Sanitary  Department  continues  to 
expand  in  all  its  branches,  as  might  he  expected  in  a rapidly 
growing  industrial  town. 

From  the  Report  of  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  it  will 
l)e  observed  that  housing,  overcrowding  and  the  supervision 
of  Food  premises  continue  to  absorb  much  time  of  the  Sanitaiy" 
Inspector^,  quite  apart  from  other  responsible  duties  re(|iiiring 
consideral)le  technical  knowledge.  Good  work  has  been  done 
in  the  sphere  of  Food  Hygiene,  deserving  of  encouragement 
and  support  from  the  Food  Traders  and  the  general  public 
alike. 

The  general  standard  of  samples  submitted  in  the 
course  of  routine  sampling  of  foodstutfs,  including  milk,  is 
satisfactory. 

Active  attention  has  been  given  to  a numl)er  of  com- 
plaints received  in  relation  to  nuisances  arising  from  indus- 
trial concerns.  These  complaints  appear  inevitable  in  a rapidly 
expanding  industrial  district.  Full  co-operation  has  been 
maintained  with  the  appropriate  Inspector  of  Factories  when- 
ever necessary. 

Included  at  the  end  of  the  Report  is  an  extract  from 
my  Annual  Report  as  Divisional  Medical  Officer,  on  the  Per- 
sonal Health  Services  operating  on  behalf  of  the  County 
Council  in  the  South  West  Cheshire  Division,  of  which 
Ellesm'ere  Port  Urban  District  forms  part. 

In  conclnsion  I express  my  appreciation  of  the  support 
received  from  the  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  and  the 
co-operation  and  assistance  of  the  Staff  of  the  Department 
during  the  year.

City  Ambulances  acting  as  an  agency  service.  The  Ambulance 
Depot  is  situated  in  Ellesmere  Port.

Two  full  time  District  Nurses  are  engaged  under  the 
direction  of  the  County  Council  in  Ellesmere  I^ort  and  an 
additk)nal  one  in  Tjittle  Sutton.

CLINICS  AND  TREATMENT  CENTRES. 


These  are  held  at  the  Child  Welfare  Centre^  York  Road^ 
Ellesmere  Port,  the  Methodist  Hall,  Little  Sutton,  and  the 
(Community  Centre,  Overpool. 

There  is  no  accommodation  available  at  present  for  a 
clinic  in  the  village  of  Ince  and  transport  by  special  bus  to 
Ellesmere  Port  is  provided  by  the  County  Council  Lvice  each 
month. 

Orthopaedic,  Ophthalmic,  Aural,  Ante  and  Post  Natal 
Clinics  are  organised  under  the  supervision  of  specialists  at 
Ellesmere  Port. 

A school  clinic  with  Dental  Services  is  also  held  at  the 
Welfare  Centre,  Ellesmere  Port. 

HOSPITALS. 

The  Clatterbridge  General  and  Isolation  Hospitals  in 
addition  to  the  Ellesmere  Port  and  District  Hospital,  serve  the 
town  for  most  purposes. 

Maternity.  Hospital  provision  is  at  ClatterbrMge  where 
patients  are  under  the  supervision  of  the  Consulting  Obstetric- 
ian who  attends  the  ante-natal  clinics  at  the  Welfare  Centre. 

In  addition  there  is  a separate  maternity  home  at 
Heswall. 


Midwives.  There  are  eight  midwives  practising  in  the 
District,  five  of  whom  are  employed  by  the  County  Council.

WATER  SUPPTAE 

The  mains  of  the  AVest  Cheshire  AVater  Board  supply 
the  entire  area  and  from  them  there  is  a plentiful  supply  of 
excellent  water. 

The  supply  is  laid  into  the  houses  with  the  following 
exceptions:  a.  pair  of  cottages  at  Xetherpool  l)y  one  standpipe, 
a l)ungalow  and  two  cottages  at  Great  Sutton  hy  one  standpipe 
and  a house  in  Little  Sutton  which  obtains  its  supply  from 
a private  well.  A nuniher  of  houses  in  the  Parish  of  Tnce 
also  o])tain  water  through  standpipes,  the  remainder  having 
a piped  supply  laid  into  the  houses. 

The  water  throughout  the  district  is  in  a piped  supply 
from  the  pumping  stations  at  Hooton,  Prenton  and  Aloulds- 
worth.  Softening  operations  have  been  temporarily  suspen- 
ded at  the  Hooton  Pumping  Station  as  well  as  at  Prenton 
and  Alouldsworth. 

During  the  year  77  samples  were  taken  for  bacteriologi- 
cal examination  and  Ifi  samples  for  Chemical  Analysis  from 
the  flamed  tap  in  the  softening  house  of  the  three  pumping 
stations. 

The  following  are  the  results  of  a sample  of  water  taken 
for  Bacteriological  examination  from  the  pumping  station  at 
Hooton  'on  the  1st  August,  1951,  and  this  is  a fair  specimen 
of  the  average  result  from  all  77  samples  throughout  the  year. 

Similarly  appended  is  a copy  of  the  analysths  report 
on  the  Chemical  analysis  of  a sample  taken  from  the  pumping 
station  at  Prenton  on  the  30th  March,  1951^  here  again  this 
is  a satisfactory  sample  which  does  not  differ  in  any  major 
respect  from  the  other  15  samples  for  chemical  analysis  made 
during  the  year,  except  that  all  samples  taken  from  the 
Mouldsworth  and  Prenton  pumping  Stations  were  hard  in 
character,  though  not  to  a degree  which  could  l)e  considered 
unsatisfactory.

One  milk  concerned  a bottle  purchased  on  retail  sale 
and  found  to  contain  4.8  per  cent  of  extraneous  water.  The 
seller  was  a very  v/ell  known  Dairy  Company  and  although  the 
Vv'hole  matter  was  thoroughly  investigated  it  v/as  impossible  to 
find  the  cause  of  the  trouble.  There  could  be  no  question  of 
deliberate  intent  l)y  the  Company  as  everything  is  done  at  the 
T)airy  to  ensure  a pure  supply.  The  Company  was  formally 
cautioned  by  letter. 

The  other  non-standard  sample  also  concerned  the  retail 
sale  of  a bottle  of  milk  which  proved  to  be  14.6  per  cent 
deficient  in  fat.  It  was  T.T.  morning’s  milk  and  any  suggestion 
of  skimming  was  ruled  out.  Following  investigation  of  this 
case  there  is  little  doubt  that  a number  of  the  producer-retailer's 
cows  were  giving  milk  below  Standard  and  as  a result  of  advice 
subsequently  given,  no  further  trouble  has  arisen.  Incidentally, 
another  sample  taken  at  the  same  time  was  genuine.

ill  respect  of  non-compliance  wit'h  Abatement  Notices^ 
several  warning  letters  were  sent  l)y  the  Clerk  of  tire  Council 
prior  to  aii}^  legal  proceedings  l)eing  instituted. 

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  take  any  fnrther  action 
in  connection  with  the  ISTotices  concerned. 

Statutory  hfotices  were  served  upon  the  Ovcner  of  four 
cottages  within  the  provisions  of  Section  138,  Public  Health 
Act,  1936,  as  amended  b}^  Section  30,  Water  Act,  1945,  in 
relation  to  an  insnfFieient  vniter  supply  for  the  domestic  pur- 
poses of  the  occupants. 

An  appeal  was  lodged  by  the  owner  and  the  case  duly 
Iieard  in  the  Court  of  Snmmary  Jurisdiction.  The  Court  ordered 
that  the  work  be  carried  out  within  a period  of  two  months. 
The  owner  complied  with  the  order  and  the  work  vras  completed 
satisfactorily. 

As  foreshadowed  in  the  previous  yearT  report  no 
Statutory  Hotices  were  served  for  the  provision  of  dnst-bins 
and  under  the  neAv  arrangement  sixteen  were  supplied  subject 
to  the  annual  charge  of  5/-.  This  only  being  done  upon  the 
non-compliance  with  an  informal  notice  served  upon  the  owner 
of  the  property. 

Ho  difficulties  have  yet  1)een  experienced  with  this 
arrangement. 

A great  amount  of  housing  repair  work  has  again 
been  carried  out  to  domestic  property  during  the  year  upon 
the  service  of  Sanitary  Notices,  in  spite  of  the  many  difficulties 
encountered.  In  the  main  the  work  completed  in  this  direction 
is  carried  out  without  recourse  to  legal  action. 

Certificates  have  ])eeu  issued  to  local  l)uilders  in  snp- 
])ort  of  their  applications  for  controlled  material,  in  order  to 
carry  out  essential  repairs  to  domestic  property. 

A detailed  report  was  presented  to  the  Health  Committee 
in  respect  of  the  general  condition  of  living  accomniiodation 
a])ove  sho])  premises.  An  undertaking  was  received  that  the 
])remises  would  not  again  Im  used  for  human  hal)itation  unless 
and  until  they  had  l)een  rendered  so  fit  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  local  authority. 
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The  undertaking  was  accepted  by  the  Council  and  the 
tenant  re-housed  in  a Council  house. 

The  Health  and  Housing  Committees  considered  during 
the  year  the  system  of  the  letting  of  Council  houses  Avith  par- 
ticular reference  to  a})plicants  residing  under  OA-ercroAvded 
conditions,  AAuth  the  result  that  an  increased  allocation  was 
approA^ed  ]jy  the  Council.  This  AAuthout  a doubt  will  help  in 
a very  large  measure  to  deal  AAuth  such  cases  more  speedily 
than  in  the  past. 

Each  complaint  of  overcroAvding  is  iioaa"  carefully  ex- 
amined by  both  committees  through  the  respectiAm  chairmen 
and  presented  to  the  Housing  (Lettings)  Committee  AAuth  ap- 
]jropriate  recommendations  for  final  consideration. 

Consideration  has  also  been  giA-en  by  the  Committee  and 
Council  to  the  question  of  sub-standard  houses  and  it  has  been 
agreed  upon  that  reports  shall  he  made  from  time  to  time 
to  the  Committee  of  indiAudual  cases  AAuthin  this  category^ 
with  a view  not  only  to  re-housing  but  in  relation  to  the  future 
of  the  property  concerned. 

In  compliance  Axith  Section  269  of  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1936^  fourteen  applications  were  received  for  licences  to 
erect  or  station  and  use  moA^eable  dwellings  for  human  habi- 
tation. Hine  licences  were  issued  and  in  each  instance  Avere 
made  subject  to  certain  sanitary  conditions  being  obserA^ed 
as  set  out  in  the  licence.  The  remaining  fiAm  AAmre  refused. 

The  indiscriminate  tipping  of  industrial  AAmste  on  a 
priA-ate  disposal  site  caused  some  little  concern  to  the  Com- 
mittee when  a suh-committee  was  formed  to  discuss  the  prob- 
lem AAuth  those  concerned.  A certain  amount  of  improA^ement 
has  been  made  hut  there  is  still  room  for  more  co-operation 
from  the  people  responsible  and  so  help  to  control  a A^eritahle 
eyesore.  Active  attention  by  the  department  is  being  gHen 
AAuth  this  end  in  view. 

During  the  year  830  dust  bins  were  supplied  and  de- 
livered to  premises,  including  Council  houses.  Several  AA^ere 
subject  to  an  annual  charge. 

In  addition  to  letters  received  requesting  an  inspec- 
tion of  premises  891  verbal  complaints  Avere  given  at  the  office. 
This  was  approximately  an  increase  of  141  over  the  previous 
year’s  figure  and  341  for  the  year  1950.  Complaints  are  there- 
fore shewing  a decided  increase  and  this  may  he  due  to  various 
reasons,  one  of  Avhich  is  undoubtedly  the  difficulty  experienced 
by  tenants  in  securing  the  execution  of  repairs  to  property. 
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The  small  m'otor  van  obtained  during  the  previous  year 
as  la  temporary  measure  has  now  been  replaced  by  the  delivery 
of  a modern  type  vehicle. 


Atmospheric  Pollution 

In  the  period  under  review  the  department  has  been 
greatly  concerned  with  this  prolilem  which  it  is  felt  will  re- 
([iiire  more  attention  with  the  ever-increasing  industrial  devel- 
opment taking  place  in  the  district. 

Chose  co-operation  with  the  management  of  industry 
must  be  maintained  in  an  endeavour  to  obtain  the  mjaximum 
results  in  this  field  and  it  is  hoped  that  it  will  he  found  possible 
to  hold  a series  of  lectures  on  Smoke  Abatement  and  Fuel 
Economy  during  the  forthcoming  year.  Several  firms  have 
intimated  their  desire  to  partici])ate  with  the  department  in 
this  work. 

It  should  never  be  lost  sight  of,  however,  that  the  or- 
dinary domestic  chimney  makes  quite  a contribution  to  the 
])ro])lem  of  atmospheric  pollution. 

Several  meetings  with  the  management  of  one  factory 
causing  a nuisance  have  been  held  by  a duly  appointed  siil)- 
committee  and  close  co-operation  is  being  afforded  on  both 
sides.  The  company  concerned  are  carrying  out  extensive 
measures  to  their  process  in  an  endeavour  to  abate  the  nuisance 
and  this  is  much  appreciated. 

A meeting  was  also  held  in  the  Council  Chamber  when 
a num1)er  of  interested  persons  and  bodies  were  represented 
and  a full  discussion  took  place  with  the  factory  management. 

In  the  case  of  a further  factor}^  nuisance  has  been 
experienced  by  the  emission  of  grit  from  their  boiler  plant. 
On  the  completion  of  investigations  carried  out  by  the  firm^s 
consultants  in  conjunction  with  the  department  and  the  Minis- 
try of  Fuel  and  Power,  it  was  finally  decided  l)y  the  Company 
concerned  to  carry  out  an  electrification  scheme.  It  is  nnfor- 
tiinate  that  some  little  delay  will  ensue  before  the  scheme  is 
put  into  effect  due  to  su])ply  of  ecpiipment  and  other  circum- 
stances. 

ddie  co-operation  shevm  in  this  instance  is  also  appre- 
ciated ])y  the  department. 
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Camps 


Only  one  former  military  camp  in  the  District  is  now 
used  for  human  habitation.  With  the  exception  of  units  con- 
structed of  permanent  materials  all  unHs  are  being  demolished 
as  and  when  they  become  vacant  either  through  rehousing  of 
occupants  by  the  Council  or  through  their  own  endeavour. 

At  the  present  time  33  units  are  in  use  out  of  a former 
total  of  35  at  the  camp. 

Remarks  made  in  previous  reports  indicated  the  need 
to  deal  with  the  unsatisfactory  conditions  prevailing  and  the 
action  taken  by  the  Council  with  this  problem  is  to  be  apprec- 
iated.

The  number  of  houses  treated  shew  a slight  decrease 
over  the  previous  year’s  figure.  There  still  remain  a number 
of  individual  cases  where  the  standard  of  cleanliness  is 
unsatisfactorv. 

All  infested  houses  were  treated  with  liquid  and  powder 
form  of  D.D.T.,  with  satisfactory  results.  It  is  not  generally 
considered  now  necessary  to  have  wood-work  removed  in  the 
bedrooms  to  facilitate  disinfestation,  due  to  the  residual  effect 
of  D.D.T. 

The  work  of  disinfestation  is  carried  out  by  the  Local 
Authority,  through  the  staff  of  the  Sanitary  Department. 

Drains  and  Sewerage. 

There  are  two  scAvage  disposal  works  in  the  District. 
The  Avorks  at  Little  Stanney  were  erected  during  the  year 
1933,  and  designed  for  a population  of  20,000;  AAdiilst  the  dis- 
posal works  at  Siinnyside  Pontoon,  knoAvn  as  the  Toavii  Works, 
were  reconstructed  and  designed  for  a population  of  7,000.  An 
area  is  still  drained  under  the  Manchester  Ship  Canal  to  the 
River  Mersey  Avithoiit  treatment. 
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The  scheme  proposed  by  Mr.  A.  H.  S.  AVaters,  Al.Inst., 
C.E.,  the  CounciTs  Consulting  Engineer,  in  consultation  with 
the  Councihs  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  to  provide  sewers  and 
sewage  disposal  works  for  the  Parish  of  Ince  is  still  under 
consideration. 

Instiuctmns  were  given  for  a survey  to  be  made  of  the 
property  to  be  served  by  the  pro|)osed  scheme  and  this  work 
is  now  receiving  attention. 

Rivers  and  Streams. 

The  small  River  Gowy  is  within  the  Turban  District  and 
is  bordered  bv  od  works  along  its  entire  length  in  this  District.

It  is  tidedocked  where  it  is  syphoned  below  the  Manchester 
Ship  Canal  to  discharge  into  the  River  Alersey. 

A,,  great  deal  of  pollution  is  evident  due  to  trade  effluents 
from  neighbouring  industries. 

Closet  Accommodation. 

The  greater  part  of  the  District  is  provided  with  clean 
water  closets,  but  on  the  outskirts  of  the  town  v/here  sewers 
are  not  available,  some  pails,  privies,  cesspools  and  sepic  tanks 
are  in  use. 

Several  septm  tank  and  filter  bed  installations  have  been 
reconstructed  on  action  taken  by  the  Department  during  the 
vear. 

A service  is  in  operation  under  the  control  of  the 
Council’s  Engineer  and  Surveyor’s  Department  for  the  regular 
cleansing  of  pail  closets  in  the  Parish  of  Ince. 

Swimming  Pool. 

The  Rivacre  Swimming  Pool  is  owned  by  the  Council 
and  has  a swimming  area  of  1,567  square  yards. 

The  water  passes  through  a continuous  bath  purification 
plant  which  embodies  two  hormontal  air-scoured  pressure  filters 
with  a circulation  pump  capable  of  circulating  the  total  contents 
o^  the  Pool  in  a period  of  eight  hours. 
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New  chlorination  x>lant  was  installed  during  the  year 
11)49  and  this  has  proved  to  be  highly  satisfactory. 

Samples  of  water  are  taken  at  regular  intervals. 


Schools. 

There  are  three  Council  Secondarv  Schools,  ten  Council 
Primary  Schools  and  four  Denominational  Schools  in  the 
Dmtrict. 

All  the  schools  are  supplied  with  iiiped  water  from  the 
West  Cheshire  Water  Board’s  mains. 

The  Head  Teachers  of  the  various  schools  are  immedi- 
ately notified  on  occurrence  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases  in 
order  to  secure  the  exclusion  of  the  contacts  for  the  necessary 
period. 


During  the  vacation,  and  at  other  times  when  found 
necessary^  the  schools  are  thoroughly  disinfected. 

(hixAL  Boats. 

Eight  boats  were  inspected  during  the  year  and  these 
were  registered  to  carrv  18  adults  and  12  children.

iNSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OE  FOOD 


Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938. 

Seven  applications  for  registration  of  food  premises 
were  received  during  the  vear  under  review.  Six  related  to 
the  sale  of  ice-cream  and  one  for  preserved  foods.  All  were 
satisfactorv  and  licences  issued. 

There  are  now  97  premises  in  the  district  registered 
within  the  provisions  of  Section  14. 

Two  establishments  were  closed  after  representation 
had  been  made  by  the  Department  in  relation  to  non-compli- 
ance with  the  food  byelaws. 

A progressive  step  was  taken  by  the  Council  in  the 
provision  of  a new  six-day  open  market.  Properly  designed  food 
stalls  haA^e  been  constructed  Avith  full  amenities  p>rovided. 

All  food  exposed  for  sale  on  the  market  is  from  tliD 
type  of  stall  and  it  can  be  said  that  a high  standard  of  hygiene 
has  been  attained. 

It  is  noted  that  an  increasing  number  of  food  traders 
are  availing  themselves  of  some  form  or  other  of  refrigeration. 
This  is  considered  a progressAe  step  and  one  Avhich  should 
be  the  aim  of  all  concerned. 

Risk  associated  Avith  the  rapkl  groAvth  of  bacteria  in 
certain  prepared  foods  is  lessened  as  well  as  prcA^enting  to  some 
degree  the  deterioration  of  perishable  foods. 


Food  Hygiene. 

The  Clean  Food  Joint  Consultative  Committee  conb’:nues 
to  play  an  important  part  in  the  work  of  food  hygiene  in  the 
district  and  regular  meetings  have  been  held  during  the  year. 

44ie  Multiple  Food  Traders  and  Licensed  Victuallers’ 
Association  noAv  have  representatives  to  serve  on  this  Committee 
Avhich  jU’evionsly  comprised  the  folloAving  associations,  Grocers, 
Butchers,  Greengrocers,  Co-operatiA^e  Society,  Chamber  of 
Tiade  and  Trade  T hi  ions. 
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Amendments  to  the  existing  food  byelaws  were  formu- 
lated and  approved  with  a view  to  their  adoption  by  the  Council 
and  the  Ministrv  of  Food. 

The  Ministry  had  at  the  close  of  the  year  expressed  its 
informal  approval  to  the  amendments  which  no  doubt  will  be 
brought  mto  operation  during  the  coming  year.  It  is  felt  they 
will  assist  to  further  improve  the  standard  of  food  handling. 

A public  meeting  was  held  in  the  Council  Chamber  to 
which  representatives  from  the  various  womens  organisations 
were  invited  to  attend.  The  object  being  to  make  known  the 
work  carried  out  by  the  Committee,  to  enquire  from  the  meeting 
the  views  of  such  organisations  in  food  hygiene  and  to  make 
an  earnest  appeal  for  public  support  in  this  important  work. 
The  Cha'-rman  of  the  Council  presided  over  the  meeting  which 
proved  a success  and  many  view-points  were  discussed. 

A programme  was  approved  and  adopted  for  the  holding 
of  lectures  in  food  hvgiene  to  all  food  handlers.  The  course 
of  instruction  consisted  of  four  lectures  illustrated  bv  film 
strips  and  the  response  has  been  most  gratifying.  Some  450 
persons  have  attended  the  full  course.  Certificates  have  been 
issued  to  each  person  who  completed  the  course  and  establish- 
ment certificates  issued  to  the  management  when  all  personnel 
engaged  at  the  particular  premises  have  attended.  In  the  latter 
case  some  70  certificates  have  been  granted. 

The  lectures  were  verv  ablv  conducted  bv  a member 

« « • 

of  the  staff  who  gave  a great  deal  of  his  own  time  to  lecturing 
during  the  evenings.  A member  of  the  Committee  presided  at 
the  final  lecture  in  each  series  and  thanked  the  personnel  for 
the  interest  thev  had  shewn.

A social  evening  was  arranged  by  the  Committee  for 
the  presentation  of  certificates  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Council. 

A public  window  display  with  food  hygiene  exhibits  was 
arranged  for  two  weeks  in  the  Rates  Offices  situate  in  a main 
part  of  the  town.  This  made  quite  an  appeal  to  the  public 
and  proved  a success.  A photograph  of  one  section  of  the 
display  is  shewn  in  the  report. 

AVhilst  it  is  considered  that  a great  deal  of  progress  has 
been  made  in  the  work  of  food  hygiene  in  this  district,  much 
still  remains  to  be  done  and  the  co-operation  of  all  concerned 
is  an  absolute  necessity  to  ensure  continued  success.

It  is  now  becoming  possible  to  make  routine  visits  of 
these  premises  and  works  of  improvement  have  and  are  being 
carried  out.  In  connection  with  samples  of  rinse  water  21  were 
obtained  for  examination^  nine  being  classified  as  not  satis- 
f actor  V.” 

The  double  sink  method  of  washing  crockery,  etc.,  is 
recommended  by  the  Department  wherever  applicable.  This 
entails  the  preliminaiy^  washing  of  utensils  in  one  smk  followed 
by  immersion  in  another  at  a temperature  of  I80^F. 

It  is  the  practice  of  the  Ministrv  of  Food  to  notifv  the 
Department  when  new  applications  are  received  for  catering 
licences  in  order  to  ensure  they  are  suitable  for  the  purpose 
and  conform  to  requirements.  This  co-operation  is  appreciated.

Fifty-six  samples  of  ice-cream  were  taken  for  examina- 
tion from  all  dealers  and  manufacturers  during  the  year.  This 
sampling  is  carried  out  on  a rota  basis  whereby  each  trader  is 
visited  at  irregular  intervals. 
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Of  the  56  samples  obtained  and  examined  in  accordance 
with  the  requirements  of  the  Ministry,  55  were  placed  in

Close  attention  has  been  paid  to  itinerant  ice-cream 
dealers  in  order  to  see  that  their  vehicles  are  kept  to  standard 
in  accordance  with  the  code  of  practice  in  operation  for  this 
type  of  trader. 

i\liLK  Supply. 

There  are  10  registered  dairies  and  30  distributors  in 
the  district.  In  addition  six  distributors  bring  milk  into  the 
area  from  outside  districts  as  well  as  three  registered  whole- 
salers. These  figures  shew  an  increase  of  distributors  over  the 
previous  year. 

The  work  of  milk  sampling  is  carried  out  on  a rota 
basis  on  the  lines  mentioned  in  previous  reports. 

One-hundred-and-one  samples  were  obtained  and  sent  to 
the  bacteriologist  for  examination,  each  being  examined  in 
accordance  with  the  designation  applicable  to  the  sample. 

Of  the  38  samples  examined  for  Tuberculosis,  one  was 
returned  positive.  The  necessary  action  was  taken  in  respect 
of  tins  latter  report. 

Ninety-six  samples  were  examined  in  accordance  with 
the  designation.  Eighty-three  were  satisfactory  and  follow- 
up ” action  was  taken  in  respect  of  the  samples  which  failed 
the  prescribed  test. 

Fifty-seven  Dealers’  Licences  and  seven  Supplementary 
Licences  were  issued  by  the  Local  Authority  under  the  Milk 
(Special  Designation)  Regulations. 

An  increasing  number  of  retailers  continue  to  obtain 
their  supplies  already  bottled  thus  reducing  the  handling  of 
milk  to  a minimum.

KATS  AND  MICE  DESTRUCTION 


Three  rodent  operatives  are  employed  together  with  a 
charge-hand  whose  part-time  services  are  chargeable  to  rodent 
control. 

The  fullest  co-operation  is  received  from  occupiers  of 
property,  particularly  industrial  premises.  This  results  in  the 
work  being  carried  out  without  friction  and  is  appreciated. 
A number  of  annual  contracts  are  in  operation  and  a free 
service  is  granted  to  occupiers  of  domestic  property  to  clear

Membership  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries 
AVorkable  Area  Committee  No.  22  has  been  continued  and 
meetings  attended  which  have  been  held  at  Birkenhead. 


6,364  inspections  were  carried  out  by  the  rodent  opera- 
tives with  823  poisoning  campaigns  undertaken.  The  total 
amount  of  poison  take  i.e.  poison  and  bait  combined,  on 
all  campaigns  was  Zinc  Phosphide  65  lbs.  lOozs,,  Red  Squill 
10  lbs.  154  ozs..  Arsenic  6 lbs.  9ozs.,  Mafantu  6 lbs. 

A formula  prepared  by  the  Ministry  for  the  calculation 
of  the  estimated  kill  of  the  common  rat  when  Zinc  Phosphide 
and  Arsenic  aie  used  shews  that  in  respect  of  these  two  poisons 
used  in  campaigns,  a total  kill  of  2,887  is  arrived  at  for  the 
year. 


The  number  of  bodies  actually  picked  up  were  348  rats 
and  206  mice. 

A test  baiting  of  10  per  cent  of  sewer  manholes  in  the 
entire  district  were  baited  and  no  takes  recorded  in  each 
instance.  This  was  satisfactorv  and  a certificate  was  issued 
by  the  Divisional  Rodent  Officer  exempting  the  Council  from 
undertaking  any  further  action  in  the  treatment  of  sewers 
during  the  financial  year  ending  31st  March,  1952.

1951 


INTRODUCTrON 


During  the  year  tlie  Chairman  of  the  Committee, 
Councillor  J.  Groome,  of  Ellesmere  I^ort  ITrhan  District 
Council,  retired  from  the  Chair,  which  he  had  held  since  the 
formation  of  the  Committee  in  1948.  He  was  succeeded  hy 
the  A^ice-Chairman,  Councillor  S.  Grimshaw,  Chester  Eiiral 
District  Council. 

The  Committee  decided  during  the  year  to  recommend 
the  County  Council  to  change  the  name  of  the  Division  from 
Ellesmere  Port  to  South  A¥est  Cheshire. 

The  Committee  has  held  11  Meetings  during  the  year, 
the  average  attendance  being  15  memhers  out  of  a total  of  37. 

The  Division  comprises  the  Ellesmere  Port  and  Hoole 
Ilrhan  Districts  and  Chester  and  Tarvin  Rural  Districts.  The 
total  population  according  to  the  provisional  census  figures 
taken  in  1951  was  81,441  and  the  area  is  116, 08G  acres,  which 
is  the  equivalent  of  0.70  persons  per  acre.  The  nuniher  of 
inhahited  houses  is  20,928  and  the  comhined  rateable  value 
is  £477,270. 

The  provision  of  Child  AVelfare  CVntres  is  noAv  fairly 
well  distri])uted  throughout  the  Divisional  Area.  There  remain 
just  one  or  two  isolated  Centres  of  population  that  are  without 
these  amenities,  notably  Boughton  and  Tnce. 

There  is  still  a popular  demand  for  places  in  the  two 
Day  Nurseries.  This  is  especially  the  case  at  the  Ellesmere 
Port  Day  Nursery,  where  a large  AATiiting  Eist  is  always 
maintained.  The  attendance  figures  at  ])oth  Day  Nurseries 
are  higher  than  in  the  ])revious  year.  Alinor  ailments  and 
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infectious  diseases  are  the  chief  factors  causing  periodic  fluc- 
tuations in  attendances  and  so  reducing  the  daily  average 
attendances  to  a modest  level. 

The  work  of  the  Amhulance  Service  shows  no  material 
change  from  the  previous  year  when  the  Committee  recom- 
mended a further  Am])nlance,  together  with  driver  and  attend- 
ant for  its  more  efficient  operation.  The  Service  continued 
during  the  year  to  operate  under  difficulties  with  a minimum 
num])er  of  aml)ulances  and  staff.  The  need  for  more  adequate 
Depot  accommodation  is  a matter  for  urgent  consideration 
also. 

Prevention,  Care  and  After-care  of  Tu])erculosfs  con- 
tinues to  occupy  much  of  the  tinre  and  activities  of  the  office 
staff  and  the  County  Health  Visitors,  and  involves  regular 
visits  to  the  homes  of  persons  on  the  Register,  enquiries  into 
housing  conditions  and  arrangements  for  the  examination  of 
contacts  of ■ new  cases.  There  is  much  activity  also  in  dealing 
with  the  problems  of  the  aged,  sick  and  infirm  who  are  visited 
with  regularity  until  Hospital  or  other  suitaPle  accommodation 
is  found  for  them. 

There  has  been  steady  increase  in  the  use  of  the  Domes- 
tic Help  Service.  A great  numl)er  of  those  using  this  Scheme 
are  the  aged,  sick  and  infirm,  many  of  whom  are  unal)le, 
or  in  some  cases  unwilling,  to  secure  hospital  accommodation.

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SPECIAL  COMMENTS 


Welfare  Centres: 

The  question  of  supplying  and  fitting  a new  boiler  at 
the  Ellesmere  Port  Child  Welfare  Centre  was  discussed  1)y 
the  Committee  and  a quotation  for  this  work  was  referred  to 
the  District  Architect  for  his  consideration  and  any  necessary 
action.  The  Committee  recommended  the  conversion  of  part 
of  the  pram  shelter  into  an  additional  Dental  Clinic.  Con- 
sideration of  the  conversion  of  the  rest  of  the  pram  shelter 
into  a cleansing  room  and  Health  Visitors^  office  was  deferred 
indefinitely. 

It  was  recommended  that  the  upper  part  of  the  Hoolc 
Welfare  Centre  ])e  converted  into  a flat  for  use  by  the  Health 
ATsitor. 

Steps  were  taken  to  improve  the  heating  arrangements 
at  the  Overpool  Child  AAelfare  Centre. 

Arrangements  were  made  with  the  Ministrv  of  Food 
for  National  Dried  Milk,  Orange  Juice  and  Cod  Liver  Oil 
to  be  made  available  at  Overpool  and  Little  Sutton  Welfare 
Centres. 

On  the  27th  June,  1951,  the  Huntington  ACelfare 
Centre  was  opened  at  the  Village  Hall,  Huntington,  where 
sessions  are  held  fortnightly  on  the  2nd  and  4th  Wednesdays 
of  each  month. 

Arrangements  were  made  with  Crosville  Motor  Services 
Jjtd.,  for  the  provision  of  a h)us  to  run  twice  monthly  between 
Ince,  Elton  and  Thornton-le-Moors,  and  the  Child  Welfare 
(hntre,  Ellesmere  Port,  until  a building  suitable  for  holding 
a Clinic  is  availal)le  in  the  luce  area. 

Day  Nurseries: 

Ellesmere  Port: 

Arrangements  were  made  with  the  Ellesmere  Port 
L^rl)an  District  Council  tor  the  re-planting  and  maintenance 
of  the  gardens  at  the  Ellesmere  Port  Day  Nursery  and  a 
decided  improvement  was  effected. 

Approval  was  given  1)y  the  County  Staffing  and  Salaries 
Chmmittee,  for  the  appointment  of  a Certificated  Nursery 
Nurse  in  ])lace  of  a Probationer. 
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During  the  year,  the  Nursery  was  broken  into  twice, 
and  on  the  second  occasion  the  burglars  (small  ho5^s)  were 
apprehended.  Food  was  tampered  with,  hut  nothing  was 
taken  away. 

Attendances  were  maintained  during  the  year,  and  there 
were  no  major  interruptions  due  to  infectious  disease. 

Little  Sutton : 

During  the  year,  repairs  were  effected  to  the  chestnut 
fencing  at  this  Nursery. 

Sickness  amongst  the  staff  during  the  year  comhined 
Avith  normal  staff  holidays  imposed  a strain  on  the  staff  and 
complicated  the  general  maintenance  of  this  Nursery.  In  an 
attempt  to  alleAuate  this  situation  a temporary  Nursery  Assis- 
tant Avas  employed  during  the  holida}^  season. 

Attendances  Avere  well  maintained  until  the  latter  part 
of  the  year,  AAdien  an  out])reak  of  measles  in  the  district 
affected  the  Nursery. 


General :

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A Sub-Committee  formed  to  review  the  existing-  arrange- 
ments for  Ambulance  Services  in  the  Division  recommended 
that  the  staff  and  vehicle  establishments  be  increased  by  one 
ambulance,  one  car,  two  drivers  and  one  attendant,  and  that 
a new  Depot  be  provided. 

It  was  agreed  that  an  area  of  land,  approximately  2,520 
square  yards,  should  be  acquired.  This  land  is  situated  on  the 
site  of  the  proposed  Ellesmere  Port  Town  Centre  and  adjacent 
the  nevv  Fire  Station  Site. 

On  17th  April,  a new  Austin  16  h.p.  Sitting  Case  Car 
was  received  to  replace  the  Ford  10  h.p.  car,  which  was  trans- 
ferred to  a District  Nurse  in  the  Bebington  Division. 

Two  accidents  occurred  during  the  year  involving  the 
Humber  Ambulance  and  the  Standard  Sitting  Case  Car  res- 
pectively.

The  presentation  was  made  by  the  Chairman  at  a meeting 
of  the  Divisional  Health  Committee,  and  the  Press  were  invited 
tq  attend.  After  the  presentation  a further  award  was  received 
in  respect  of  a driver  (A.  Whiteley),  who  had  over  15  years 
safe  driving  to  his  credit. 

As  the  result  of  the  resignation  of  a Sitting  Case  Car 
Driver,  an  Ambulance  Attendant  was  promoted  to  Sitting 
Case  Car  Driver  and  a new  Ambulance  Attendant  appointed 
in  his  place.  A further  vacancy  caused  by  the  resignation  of 
an  Ambulance  Attendant  was  also  filled.

One  case  Avas  brought  to  the  attention  of 
the  Committee  of  a person  unable  to  pay 
deposit  and  rental  charges  in  connection 
with  the  loan  of  a wheelchair.  It  was 
resolved  to  Avaive  the  charges. 

A new  shelter  was  provided  and  repairs  executed  on 
a shelter  alreadv  in  use. 

The  No.  3 Mass  Eadiography  Unit  paid  a further  visit 
to  the  Ellesmere  Port  district  from  24th  October,  1951,  to  28th 
December,  1951,  thus  providing  a valuable  aid  in  connection 
Avith  PreA^ention,  Care  and  Aftercare  in  this  Division. 

Arrangements  Avere  made  for  the  admission  of  four 
cases  into  Convalescent  Homes  under  the  County  Council 
Scheme,  two  mothers  Avith  their  children  and  tAvo  elderly  people 
recovering  from  illnesses. 

On  12th  September,  1951,  members  of  the  Committee 
and  officials  paid  a visit  to  BarroAvmore  Hospital  and  Indus- 
tries, and  Avere  extremely  impressed  Avith  the  excellent  work 
carried  out  at  this  establishment  for  the  treatment  and  care 
of  cases  of  tuberculosis.

DOMESTIC  HELP  SERVICE 

There  has  l)een  a steady  increase  in  the  niim])er  of 
a})plications  for  Domestic  Helps  and  the  number  of  cases 
attended  in  the  Divisional  Area.  A review  of  these  cases 
shows  that  over  40%  of  the  cases  attended  during  the  financial 
year  1950/51,  were  old  age  pensioners.  A total  of  30,2314 
hours  were  performed  and  contributions  were  received  to  the 
amount  of  £189.  19s.  4d.  The  total  cost  to  the  County  CouncT 
on  these  cases  amounted  to  approximately  £2,833. 

Every  effort  was  made,  in  conjunction  with  the  Health 
Ausitors,  to  keep  costs  down  to  a minimum  without  impairing 
the  efficiency  of  the  Service.

Twenty-four  cases  were  brought  to  the  attention  of 
the  Committee  during  the  year.  In  six  cases,  no  reduction 
was  allowed  ; in  ten  cases  the  contribution  was  reduced,  and 
no  contribution  was  recpiired  in  five  cases.

A"erv  little 
change  had  taken  place  since  1950,  and  the  excellent  conditions 
of  this  Estal)lishment  continued  to  maintain  a high  level. 
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HEALTH  EDUCATION 


During  Hoole  Festival  week  a Baby  Show  was  held 
at  which  leallets  and  posters  were  provided  for  exhibition  and 
distri])ntion ; these  posters  and  remaining  leaflets  were  after- 
wards distril)nted  to  Welfare  Centres  in  the  Division. 

Posters  dealing  with  the  treatment  of  A^enereal  Disease 
and  Diphtheria  Immunisation  were  sent  to  the  Welfare  Centres 
and  Council  Offices  for  exhibition. 


A Meeting  was  convened  by  the  Hoole  Old  Peoplehs 
A^''elfare  Committee  at  which  the  County  Welfare  Officer,  the 
De])uty  Council  Medical  Officer,  the  Divisional  Medical 
Officer,  a Health  A^isitor  and  a District  Nurse  were  invited 
to  give  short  addresses  on  the  measures  taken  in  the  County 
for  the  welfare  of  the  aged. 


PUBLIC  HEALTH  RESEARCH 

Two  districts  within  the  Division  (Hoole  and  Tatten- 
hal])  were  selected,  b}^  the  Medical  Research  Council  for  re- 
search which  was  carried  out  with  regard  to  poliomyelitis. 


DIVISIOMAL  OFFICE  STAFF 

Consequent  upon  his  appointment  to  the  County  Health 
Department,  Mr.  A.  S.  Jones  resigned  his  position  as  Chief 
Clerk  to  the  Divisional  Committee,  as  from  1st  June,  1951. 

Five  applicants  on  the  short  list  were  interviewed  I)}'' 
the  Chairmian,  Deputy  Chairman  and  the  Divisional  Medical 
Officer,  and  Mr.  G.  0.  Ellis,  of  Oswestiyy  was  appointed  to 
fill  the  vacanc}^  created.  Mr.  Ellis  commenced  his  duties  on 
25th  June,  1951.
